I, Thomas M. Isaacson, hereby declare and say that: 

OFRCE OF PETITION 

1. I am the duly authorized representative of the applicants in the above- 
identified application and, as such, I am familiar with, and have first-hand knowledge of, 
the facts recited below. 

2. The above-identified application, as originally filed, included the name of 
Abed Charamand as a joint co-inventor. 

3. The joint inventor, Abed Charamand, refuses to sign the Oath or 
Declaration as required under 37 C.F.R. 1.63. 

4. A "bona fide attempt was made to present a copy of the application papers 
(specification, including claims, drawings and oath or declaration) to the non-signing 
inventor for signature". (M.P.E.P. 409.03 (d)). In addition to the facts relied upon in the
